RECITAL. | 

A ‘alae large and certainly most appre- 
ciatiye nudienco assembled in St. Andraw's 
‘Hall last night for the purpose of hoaring 
the violin recital given by Herr Leopold 
Premysiav, the famous violin virtuoso, 
who was ably assisted 
Cochrane as pianist. The highest compli- 
ment that can be paid td these two 
artistes ia to say that for two hours they 
had no difficulty | whatever ia holding the 
rapt attention of ‘the patrons, whom they 
delighted with their truly artistic work, 

Her Premyslav from the yery commen- 
coment proved himself a mastor-hand, nt 
the violio, and all through his playing he 
displayed a grace and ease of movement 
which was the direct opposite of dis. 
tracting. It was pleasing also to observe 
that tho virtuoso had no objectionable 
“mannerisms, which soma would fain regard. 
as necessary -concomitants of genius. 
His work was always bright and 
finished, while his tone was Tich in the 
extromo. Tho programme, which was 
distinctly classical in charactor, opened 
with three movements from Grieg’s Sonata 
jn © Minor, which were beautifully ren- 
dered by the virtuoso and Mrs Cochrane, 
the Intter of whom played in full sympathy 
with the famous violinist, and clearly 
demonstrated that she is an artist in 
tha highest sense of the word, For this 
number tho exeeutants were warmly ap- 
plauded, An exceedingly pretty trio 


o£ compositions of varying themes was | 


given as the next item hy Herr Pre 
myslav—namely, Beethoven's Romanee 
in G Major, Mozart's Minuett). and 
Joachim’s arrangement of Brahms’ 
Hungarian Dance. The effective’ double- 
stopping in the first-named was finely 
exocuted, the Minuctt wis _ probably 
the choicest item in the ;rogra amie, while 
the last namod selection was a mastorpiece’ 
of technique, for his brilljant rendering of 
which the violinist had to twice bow 
hisacknowledgements, -Four items drawn 
respectively from Dvorak, Aronsky, 
Schubert, and Brahms were next given, 
and these too wero beautifully , inter- 
rated, the audience not being satisfied 
until the demands -for an encore were 
responded to. Arenslry'a Borcouse, played 
yrith muted strings, was particularly 
charming. After a delightful rondering of 
Chopin's jrell-kaown Nocturno in E Fiat, 
the violinist gave a number not often heard 
—Sarasate's Ligenuerweisen. ‘This isa most 
florid aud showy piece, and for its fine 
translation Herr Premysiav was com~ 
pelled to re-appear and givo an extra item

Ho 
had, in addition to other qualitios, large ady 
ministrative capacity, aud his K. C. B. was’ 
given in recognition of substantial service.

LONDON LETTER. . 

‘(From Our Own Oorveapendent.} 
Loxpox, Decomber 15. 
“The Ohina Society is clearly advancing: 
| Tta -winter session began with the lectures 
by the Chinesa Minister and Mr Ivan 
Cheng, Sir Robert Hart in the chair, and 
aa E recently reported the attendance was 
a record ono for the Society's meotings in 
the Caxton Hall, 

On Thursday, however, the lectura on 
“China in ita medical aspects” by Dr J. 
Cantlie, attracted quite as large a number, 
and the prospects for 2 successful season 
aoemthereforeassured, SirPatrick Manson, 
the eminont specialist on tropical dissases, 
wes in the chair, In introducing the lee- 
tarer he spoke of Dr Contlis’s special 
knowledge of the subject and the luminous 
way in which he was wont to deseribo hia 
experiences and set forth: the store of his 
kuowledge. There were excellent lantern 
illustrations of the lecture. 

Dr Cantlio started by asking the Chinese 
present not toimagine for a moment that 
in mentioning certain things as striking 
to the Western mind he intended to cast 
avy slur upon the Oziental. un the 
contrary he had a deep respect for the 
Chinese intelligence and he might say at 
the outset thatif it came to a comparison 
of brain equipment, ho had mgasured many 
Chinese brains and. many Western braius 
also, the Chinese certainly had the 
largest. brains of any race in the world? 

‘Tracing the origin of the Chineas he said 
they started from the Caspian Sea and 
spread eastward by way of the Yellow 
River into China. They became known 
fg the blackhaired race and “ the ungov- 
ernable vermin of the South,” They 
carried-with them the silk worm and the 
mulberry tree, which led to their’ pre- 
ominente in silk manufacture. 

Touching the characteristics of the race 

he pointed to the slmond shape of tho 
Chinese eye and explained that this was 
causod by tho non-devolopment of the 
bridge of the nose, whereas in Europssus 
the bridge of the nose was developed. 
* Taking a whack at phrenology Dr Cantlie 
said there wore. Englishmen who spoke of 
bumps as indications of various gifts and 
capabilities. Against that theory ho would 
put the fact that the Chineso with all their 
alert and atrongly marked faculties showed 
no bumps, The bumps that led to some 
Europeans receiving: compliments on their 
high foreheads simply meant that, certain 
air cells were developed, and the main 
influoncs of such development was on the 
voice. It was these cells in development 
which made the basa voice in Evrope more 
numerous than in China. ‘In the tenor the 
air cells were not so developed and the 
tenor singer always had a younger face than 
the bass, 

The Mongulian head was oval while the 
European head was round. The Oriental 
was more . beautifully limbed than tho 
European and his movements were moro 
lithe. 

Tho first Emporor of China who’ took 8 
atrong interest in mediciae flourished three 
thousand B.C, Since then ‘there had-bean 
three Chinesa surgeons whose fame had 
lived through the ages. One was Hau-To 
who instituted trepanning and abdominal 
surgery. Ho was the firat to use medi- 
cated thread ead medicated washes for 
abdominal operations, He treated many 
of the military and removed an arrow from 
& wound hitherto thought to be fatal. At 
Jength a cortain General thought this doctor 
was too mitch of-an innovator to beat large 
whon he. proposed to bore » hole in his 
head to reach an ailment, and so he had 
the surgeon boheaded> 

Another was Tsin-kwei who formed a 
‘theory of the pulses. In China they ra- 
ckoned there were four hundred and thirty- 
one different kinds of pulses. Theso and 
other outstanding Chinese who served their 
race with conspicuous achievements were 
deified in the memory of their countrymen. 

The third surgeon to attain this height 
of notability flourished about 213 B. C. 
He was name was Tsing-wan-tai.’ He took 
& special interest in veterinary scionco, 
besides studying the physiology of the 
human body as relating to the sexes, 

Anyone could be’ doctor in Ohina, but 
he did not attain'to popular confidence in 
its utmost height till he had succeeded:to 
at. least three zenorations of medical ex- 
perience in the samo family, He knew of 
8 hospital coolie who on being dismissed 
made up a lotion of sulphate of copper and 
blossomed out_as an eye specialist. The 
Chinese surgeons essontial equipment were 
8 bandage, a. rolling pin to wake up the 
patients by clapping their feet, bricks fitted 
with cords for. the treatment of curvature 
of tho spine, together witha bamboo jacket. 
round the body, and for closing the wound 
a couple of pistes of pine -wood.” The 
lecturer: dealt - at length with the eight 
éections of Chinese surgery, showing con- 
siderablo ‘ingenuity in treatment of. canes

~ ‘The lecturs concladed with some amusing 
seminiscences of Chinesa faneral and other 
customs,. but with the time exhausted Dr 
Cantlis. said he fad. by:no means got 
through what he had to say, and-ha feared 
the running comments on the views thrown 
on the soreon bad. been rather. Alsjointed, 
Ho was reassured Lys rousing volley of 
applause. 

Sir Patrick Manson complimented the 
Jecturar'on his contribution to the Bociety's 
Programme. ° He added some reminiscences 
of his own, including an acoount of a 
Chinese patient who ‘arrived to.sea him 
with something strange in the expression 
of his face that puzzled the doctor until he 

ked point blank what was the matter with 
his face. The man thereupon removed a 
false nose so perfectly made that i¢ was al- 
moat impossible to detect the point of junc. 
tion with the skin. Inanothercase he was 
galled many milex'to a patient suffering 
from a very bad and festering wound. On 
arrival he noticed on his back a rice bow; 
and asked why it was there. The reply 
was that it was part of ‘the Chineso trest- 
ment. . He took away the bow! and to his 
astonishment founda Idtyje wumber of cock~ 


rosches in it. In spite ofl} this thero was | 


little reason to Iaugh at Chinese quackery, 
for he had seen ‘aa much ‘quackery in 
Europe. He admired the Chinese for one 
thing above all othors, their extreme con-. 
sciontiousness, He agreed with Dr Cantlie 
thet the- teaching of medical science in 


China should be through ‘English channels | 


aud that English scientific terms should 
become as familiar to the Chinese student 
and practitioner as German was to the 
Japanese. All this was worth spending 
time on, as the acquisition of brain force 
wus better worth extreme pains than the 
mere accumulation of dollars. 

Later in the evening when pressed by 
some speakers to promise lecture on & 
subsequent occasion, Sir Patrick said he 
might later on be able to give a lecture on 
the origis of malaria and recent dircoveries 
in regard to mosquito sources of infection. 

Mr Morse proposed’ a vote of thanks to 
the lecturor and the chairman, and com. 
plimented both on their cxcellent work in 
the Far East. 
interest in the medical school in Shanghai 
he asked why not have a similar one in 
Hongkong under British auspices, 

Surgeon General Evatt, in seconding, 
spoke of the excellent work that had been 
dono in India in training native doctors 
and he added that when he went to Hong- 
kong hw asked Sir William Robinson, the 
then governor, why no move was taken to 
train the Chineso similarly. .
